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DEAN’S MESSAGE 



During its four years in attendance here, the class of 1969 has probably seen more changes in 
University and in Faculty structures than has any of its predecessors. On the institutional side, student 
population at the University of Manitoba alone has increased over 50 per cent. This increase has been 
coincidental with the granting of charters to two other autonomous Universities in the Province. A 
whole new concept of university government has evolved whereby both students and faculty have gained 
representation on the Board of Governors, and students have now become members of the University 
Senate. In so far as the Faculty of Dentistry is concerned, the third floor addition has been completed, 
graduate student enrollment has tripled, classes in dental hygiene have almost doubled in size, and 
no fewer than nineteen new full-time academic staff appointments have been made, while eight 
faculty members have retired or have resigned in the interval. Students are now represented on 
several of the more important committees within the Faculty, and serious consideration is being given 
to having students on the Faculty Council in the near future. Last, but by no means least, the 
computer has been introduced to the clinic and vice versa. 

This prior association with change should stand you in good stead when in May, 1969, you emerge 
into a social, scientific, and professional environment in which above all, change will be a constant. 

In recent weeks, I have heard what I consider to be serious and realistic prophets expound on the 
rapidly altering role of dental auxiliaries, on the proximity of at least partial denticare, and on the 
changing aspects of private practice, be it individual or group in nature. The successful implantation 
of individual artificial teeth, the long-sought solution to the caries riddle, the satisfactory application 
of better and more easily manipulated restorative materials--all these are thought by a good many 
optimistic but nevertheless well-informed observers to be somewhat closer at hand than ever before. 
Even pessimists will admit that these present hopes may well be realities before you complete your 
prescribed forty to forty-five years in practice. In the recent past too, approximately 90 per cent of 
all dental graduates have pursued careers in private practice, but there are indications that this figure 
will be reduced markedly in the last decades of this century. 

The traditional aims and objectives of professional education must be re-examined in the light 
of these and other equally significant forces at work. If even a fraction of the foregoing comes to 
pass, it would appear that a primary aim of the professional faculty should be to prepare its graduates 
as best it can for an unknown but different world. All this is easier said than done, for the willingness 
to adapt obviously lies mostly within the person himself. There is ample reason to be somewhat 
skeptical of the claim that lectures, laboratories or clinics at the university level can by themselves 
alter fundamental character on a broad basis. Be it good or evil, personal professional and academic 
example probably plays an even more significant role in this complex field of adult human behaviour. 
Regardless of all this though, and whether you like it or not, in the next half century, continual change 
will be upon you for better or for worse. There will be, therefore a prolonged series of hard choices 
and traumatic adaptations which you as an individual must make. If you do not make them, you will 
first remain stagnant, then you become embittered, and finally, you perish.
